Dear Ms. Quit: 

This lett€;r sets forth the plea agreement this Office is willing to enter into with your client, 
Carlos Medina, aka Luis Vasquez-Soriano (the "defendant" or "your client"). If your client accepts 
the terms and conditions of this offer, please have your client execute this document in the space 

and retum it to me. Upon our receipt of the executed document, this letter will 
agreement.

1. Charg es. Your cHent agrees to plead guilty to Possession of Fraudulent Documents 
Prescribed for Authorized Stay or Employment in the United States (Count 2), in violation of 18 
U.S.C. § 1 546(a), and Aggravated Identity Theft (Count 3), in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 1028A(a)(l), 
offenses which hjave been charged an Indictment pending in the United States District Court for the 
District of Colurabia. 

Your cliesnt agrees that the attached "Factual Proffer" fairly and accurately describes your 
client's actions and involvement in the offenses to which your client is pleading guilty. It is 
anticipated that p rior to or during the plea hearing, your client will adopt and sign the Factual Proffer 
as a written proffer of evidence. 
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2. Potential penalties, assessments, and restitution . Your client understands that pursuant 
to 18 U.S.C. § j 546(a), Possession of Fraudulent Documents Prescribed for Authorized Stay or 
Employment in the United States carries a sentence of not more than 10 years imprisonment, a fine 
ofnot more than $250,000, under 18 U.S.C. § 3571(b)(3), or both, and aperiod of supervised release 
of not more than three years, 18 U.S.C. § 3583(b)(2). Your client also understands that pursuant to 
18 U.S.C. § 1028A(a)(l), Aggravated Identity Theft carries a mandatory sentence of two (2) years 
imprisonment, a maximum fine ofnot more than $250,000, under 18 U.S.C. § 3571(b)(3), or both, 
and a period of supervised release ofnot more than one year, 1 8 U.S.C. § 3583(b)(3). The sentence 
for Possession of Fraudulent Documents Prescribed for Authorized Stay or Employment in the 
United States must be served consecutively to the sentence for Aggravated Identity Theft. See 18 
U.S.C. § 1028A(b), 

In addition, your client agrees to pay a special assessment of $200 to the Clerk of the United 
States District Court prior to the date of sentencing. See 18 U.S.C. § 3013. 

3. Additional charges . Ifthe defendant fulfills all obligations under this plea agreement, 
then in exchange for the defendant's guilty plea, as described in paragraph 1 above, the government 
agrees that, at sentencing, it will dismiss the remaining charges against him in the pending federal 
indictment in this case. Criminal No. 06-287. 

With regard to any charges that will be dismissed subsequent to your client's sentencing 
pursuant to this a greement, your client acknowledges and agrees that such charges are based in fact 
and the dismissal of such charges is solely a part of the consideration for this agreement and for no 
other reason and provides your client with no basis to claim "prevailing party" status under the 
"Hyde Amendment," P. L. 105-1 19 (1997). Further, your cUent specifically agrees not to file any 
claim under that law. 

4. Release/Detention and Actions Pending Sentencing, Your client agrees not to seek his 
object to the government's recommendation to the Court at the time of the plea of

5. Waive r of constitutional and statutory rights . Your chent understands that by pleading 



guilty in this case, your client agrees to waive certain rights afforded by the Constitution of the 
United States and/or by statute, including: the right to be indicted by a grand jury; the right to plead 
not guilty; and the right to a jury trial. At a jury trial, your client would have the right to be 
represented by counsel, to confi*ont and cross-examine witnesses against your client, to compel 
witnesses to appear to testify and present other evidence on your client's behalf, and to choose 
whether to testify. If your client chose not to testify at a jury trial, your client would have the right 
to have the jury instructed that your client's failure to testify could not be held against your client. 
Your client would further have the right to have the jury instructed that your client is presumed 
innocent until proven guilty, and that the burden would be on the United States to prove your client's 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. If your client were found guilty after a trial, your client would have 
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the right to appeal the conviction.

6. Sentencing . Your client understands and agrees that a 2 year sentence of imprisonment 



in this case for the offense of Aggravated Identity Theft because Title 18, Section 
that your client shall "be sentenced to a term of imprisonment of 2 years." 



Your client understands that the sentence for Possession of Fraudulent Documents Prescribed 
for Authorized Stay or Employment in the United States will be determined by the Court, pursuant 
to the factors set forth in 18 U.S.C. § 3553(a), including a consideration of the guidelines and 
policies promuljjated by the United States Sentencing Commission, Guidelines Manual 2005 
(hereinafter "Sentencing Guidelines" or "U.S.S.G"). Your client fiirther understands that the 
sentence imposed for Possession of Fraudulent Documents Prescribed for Authorized Stay or 
Employment in the United States must be consecutive to the sentence for Aggravated Identity Theft, 
in accordance wth 18 U.S.C. § 1028A(b). 



Assuming your client clearly demonstrates acceptance of responsibility, to the satisfaction 
of the government, through your client's allocution and subsequent conduct prior to the imposition 
of sentence, the government agrees that a 2-level reduction would be appropriate, pursuant to

Your client also understands that the United States retains its frill right of allocution in 
connection with imy post-sentence motion which maybe filed in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) 
before the Bureau of Prisons. The United States reserves the right to appeal the sentence in this case. 

10. Interpreter . Your client agrees that if an interpreter is required to assist your client in 
translating this plea agreement into your client's native language, then your client agrees to request 
the Court, pursu;mt to 28 U.S.C. § 1827, "The Court Interpreter's Act," to secure the services of a 
certified interpreter at Court expense to verbally translate the plea agreement and related documents 
for your client into your client's native language. If no such request is made, then the defendant 
hereby declares that hq understands the English language sufficiently well to read and understand 
this plea agreement. 
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11. Breach of agreement . Your client understands and agrees that if your client fails 



specifically to p(;rform or to fulfill completely each and every one of your client's obligations under 
this plea agreerient, or commits any further crimes, your client will have breached this plea 
agreement. In the event of such a breach, (a) the United States will be free from its obligations under 
the agreement; (b) your client will not have the right to withdraw the guilty plea; (c) your client shall 
be fully subject to criminal prosecution for any other crimes which your client has committed or 
might commit, ij'any, including perjury and obstruction of justice; and (d) the United States will be 
free to use against your client, directly and indirectly, in any criminal or civil proceeding all 
statements made by your client and any of the information or materials provided by your client, 
including such statements, information and materials provided pursuant to this agreement or during 
the course of any debriefings conducted in anticipation of, or after entry of this agreement, including 
your client's statements made during proceedings before the Court pursuant to Fed. R. Crim. P. 1 1 . 

Your client acknowledges discussing with you Federal Rule of Criminal Procedure 1 1 (f) and 
Federal Rule of lividence 410, rules which ordinarily limit the admissibility of statements made by 
a defendant in the course of plea discussions or plea proceedings if a guiUy plea is later withdrawn. 
Your client kno\^ingly and voluntarily waives the rights which arise under these rules. As a result 
of this waiver, your client understands and agrees that any statements which are made in the course 
of your client's guilty plea will be admissible against your client for any purpose in any criminal or 
civil proceeding if your client breaches this plea agreement or your client's guilty plea is 
subsequently withdrawn.

Your client further understands that any perjury, false statements or 
declarations, or obstruction of justice relating to your client's obligations under this agreement shall 
constitute a breach of this agreement. However, in the event of such a breach, your client will not 
be allowed to withdraw this guilty plea.
